LANSING, Mich. (AP) -

state Medical Practice Board 
increased authority to monitor 
Michigan’s doctors. 


The law. signed Wednesday, 
is the final measure in a 
package of legislation aimed at 
reducing the cost of medical 
m alpractice insurance. It is a 
compromise bill worked out 
after Milliken vetoed an earlier 
measure. 


‘‘This bill meets my earlier 
objections and establishes a 
workable mechanism to reduce 
professional 
m isconduct,” 
Milliken said. “The majority of 
Michigan doctors are highly 
skilled professionals and this 
law will help remove from their 
ranks those few who are not 
competent 
to 
practice 
medicine.” 


The earlier bill would have 
required, among other things, 
annual review of files on every 
doctor in Michigan. Milliken 


said that was overly stringent 
and said the bill in general went 
too far in attempting to monitor 
competency in the medical 
profession. 


The new law would require

receives 
information

cipline by a medical society or 
hospital, 
substantiated 


complaint or a felony convic­ 
tion. 


The new law also adds two

The Indians who sold Manhattan for 
$24 sure knew a guillible buyer when 
they saw one. 
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Even while the children and their 
driver 
were 
missing, 
speculation 
about a possible motive for the kid­ 
napping began and continued long 
after the victims returned safely to 
their families. Except to quench a 
strong curiosity and possibly help 
convict the guilty, the motive is 
irrelevant. 


It is what the three kidnapers did 
that counts. What they did was to un­ 
dertake one of the most heartless 
crimes ever perpetrated in the United 
States. From the beginning, the kid­ 
napers placed in jeopardy the lives of 
their victims. 


There are no assurances when a 
crime involving a mass kidnaping is 
begun how it will end. The bus driver 
or some of the older children might 
have tried to overpower their kid­ 
napers or could have panicked and 
tried to rup away. Would the armed 
men have restrained from using force? 
Unlikely. 


Suppose the prison prepared for the 
victims had caved in. The driver, 
Franklin Edward Ray, said he feared 
just such an event as dirt began falling 
in on them as they tried to extricate 
themselves. And suppose, worst of all, 
that the victims were not found in 
time. 


It is what the kidnapers did, not 
what they thought they were doing, 
which 
must 
be 
considered 
most 
heavily when their day before the bar 
of justice arrives.

To Support Equipment Millage 


Editor, 


This letter is directed to the 
voters of Laurence Township: 


The Lawrence Township Fire 
Department would like your 
support on Aug. 3. We have 
spent 
the last year in an 
evaluation of the fire fighting 
need of the community. It has 
become apparent that some of 
the present equipment 
is 
becoming old and obtaining 
repair parts is quite difficult. 


At this time our newest truck 
is a 1960 model Ford Pum per 
with only 500 GPM pump. This 
unit is our number one attack 
truck. The other pumper is a 
1949 International with a 750 
GPM pump. This unit is and has 
been a very' dependable unit and 
is still serviceable. It will be 
retained in service. In addition, 
we have a 1957 Semi unit with 
2000 gallon of water and a four- 
cylinder pump and will deliver 
water to either pumper under 60 
pounds of pressure. This unit is 
very cumbersome but, is an as­ 
set 
if 
the 
roads 
are 
not 
extremely bad. The other unit is 
a 1951 Chevrolet Tanker with a 
1000-gallon water capacity and a 
small pump which should sup­ 
ply water to either pumper. 


However, this unit is in poor 
condition and parts are difficult 
to obtain. We have done much 
research on this unit and feel it 
would l)e more advantageous to 
replace this unit with a more 
efficient method of supplying 
and applying water. With this in 
mind we have presented to the- 


township board specifications 
for a new unit which will be able 
to fulfill the duties of the tanker, 
the duties of a pumper, and also

NEW YORK — A body of 
specialists from the federal 
election commission was oc­ 
cupied at the recent Democratic 
National Convention answering 
questions from baffled Senate 
and House candidates and their 
staffs on the vague, complicated 
and contradictory regulations 
generated by the rejiggered 
election reform law. 


Based on run-throughs of 
hundreds of pages of reports, 
Presidential, Senatorial and 
House, the evidence to date is 
that this law is being ack­ 
nowledged more in the breach 
than in compliance, while cost­ 
ing millions in voluminous, de­ 
tailed reports. 


The 
law-breaking 
is 
less 
through design, more through 
honest ignorance. 


One staffer in the Washington 
team which handles the handy 
toll-free long distance calls to 
the election commission, es­ 
timates that in normal tim es, 
they receive and answer 600 to 
700 telephone queries a week, 
rising to roughly 1,000 calls 
weekly 
during 
reporting 
periods; this in addition to un­ 
counted thousands of letters. 


One day, sitting in the election 
commission’s outer offices, I 
was present when a man came 
nervously through the door and 
announced in low tones to the 
nearest secretarial assistant, 
“I’m a Congressional candidate 
and I just want to look at my 
files. Can you tell me whether 
I’m doing things right or not?” 


After 15 minutes of huddling 
with his file, and a series of 
hesitant questions and reassur­ 
ing answers, the man left with a 
baffled look on his face. 


The definitive manual on 
campaign reporting is not yet 
off the committee press as of 
this writing. The instructions 
passed out thus far leave much 
to the imagination. 


Candidates are supposed to 
list the key m em bers of their 
campaign committee and its 
organization. 


They’re supposed to list all 


gifts of value received. Includ­ 
ing, apparently, the fair rental 
value of a typew riter some 
worker has loaned the can­ 
didate's committee for a few 
weeks. 


If you send out a mailing to a 
100,000 mem ber organization 
heavily spiced with campaign 
propaganda favoring the man or 
woman of your choice, you 
aren’t required to report...as of 
today. 


But if it’s an election special, 
you do. It’s not certain yet, but 
the commission may change 
those rules tomorrow, or next 
week or next month, requiring 
reports 
if 
pro-candidate 
material reaches a certain per­ 
centage of the total words, even 
in a regular monthly newsletter. 


Then there’s donation split­ 
ting. Take a man, his wife, four 
children aged two through 13, 
with four cousins, five uncles 
and aunts, each giving the 
maximum of $1,000 to a can­ 
didate. Now it’s clearly illegal if 
all the money comes from one 
man, and he turns it in under 
the assortment of names men­ 
tioned above. But is it illegal if 
the central donor induces each 
to give a thousand dollars of 
their own money, knowing they 
will be repaid? Or suppose the 
principal donor gives his rela­ 
tives money without instruc­ 
tions, but with each knowing 
what he’s expected to do with 
the money? Or suppose the 
children, aunts, uncles and 
cousins give from private per­ 
sonal funds which are regularly 
replenished 
by 
the 
central 
donor. All of this has been done 
in 
this 
campaign 
and 
not 
prosecuted to my knowledge. 
The moral wrong is clear, ex­ 
cept to the candidates. 


But have there been violations 
subject to prosecutions? And 
further, how is a candidate to 
know when this trickery is going 
on? No one has an investigative 
staff large enough to learn these 
details. Interestingly enough, 
questions on this particular 
matter have seldom been asked 
the commission.

Religion was very much in

Most of them concluded by 
saying “God bless you” to the 
assembled delegates. 


On opening night the phrase 
“one nation under God” in the 
Pledge 
of 
Alllgiance 
rose 
uninhibitedly 
out 
of 
the 
congregated 
multitude. 
Na­ 
tional Chairman Robert Strauss 
and 
former 
Gov. 
Averell 
Harriman, neither of them 
previously 
conspicuous 
for 
special piety, referred, as other 
speakers did, to the Deity. (In 
a recent article, Strauss was 
quoted as describing his dream 
girl as “ deaf, dumb, over­ 
sexed, 
and 
owns 
a 
liquor 
sto re” ) 


When 
the 
Rev. 
Joseph 
Baglio, 
a 
Catholic 
priest, 
delivered the opening prayer, 
most of the delegates on the 
flixir bowed their heads. 


Patriotism was equally in the 
foreground. All the speakers 
stressed it. 


Stylistically 
the 
contrast 
could not be greater with the 
1972 McGovern Convention in 
Miami, a scene of tie-dyed 
jeans 
and 
mutton-chop 
“ movement” whiskers, granny 
glasses, combat boots. 


At that convention, the blacks 
tended to be “ black” Blacks — 
either 
wearing dashikis 
or 
some sort 
of 
revolutionary 
garb. Miami in 1972 was not 
the place in which one would 
dwell on (Jod and Country. 


At Madison Square Garden 
this year the blacks 
were 
resoundingly 
middle 
class. 
They did not look as if they had 
come from Berkeley or from 
the Sierre Maestre mountains. 
They looked as if they owned a 
shoe store in Topeka. 


Of course, the prominence 
given to religion 
is partly 


hypocritical. 
One 
delegate, 
overheard in an elevator: “ I 
was brought up a Catholic, but 
every time I go to church it 
gives me the creeps. . .” A 
young candidate for Congress, 
overheard in a hall: “The good 
thing about being a 
P res­ 
byterian is that you never have 
to go to church. . .” 


Still, the prominence of the 
religious theme here had a 
good deal of symptomatic im­ 
portance. Until now, it has al­ 
ways 
been 
the 
Republican 
Convention that projected a 
reassuringly nuddle-class and 
“ square” 
image. 
The 
Democrats seemed to be either 
urban crooks or swingers. 


At Madison Square Garden in 
1976, however, the Democrats 
bought heavily into tht^xjtfire 
franchise, absorbing what one 
of my mentors has called “the 
great Baptist subculture of the 
United States.” 


The official propaganda at 
the 
convention 
seemed 
deliberately populist and non- 
Eastern. The movies showed 
typical delegates as hard-hats, 
non-glamorous 
women, 
and 
other lower middle-class types. 
Tlus constituency was open to 
Republican cultivation 1968-76, 
but the Republicans blew it. 
The Democrats seem to be 
picking it up. 


The ideological Left was vir­ 
tually 
invisible at 
Madison 
Square Garden. Talk of am ­ 
nesty, abortion, gays, quotas 
and 
the 
like 
was 
mostly 
squashed offstage and off-TV. 
The convention moved 
like 
clockwork to a pre-arranged 
schedule. In this it resembled 
the 1972 Nixon Convention at 
Miami 
more than

Democratic Conventions. These1

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Defendants charged with violating 
probation must be informed of their rights to a hearing before the 
judge accepts a guilty plea, the stale Court of Appeals has ruled. 
The court said Wednesday that Calhoun County Circuit Court 
Judge Creighton Coleman erred in accepting a guilty plea from 
Jesse Hardin that he had violated probation on a heroin possession 
conviction. Hardin was arrested and charged with violating the 
terms of his probation. The judge told him he could admit to the 
charges or deny them and did not tell him he was entitled to a 
hearing first. Hardin admitted the charges. The Court of Appeals 
reversed the outcome of the case and remanded it for a hearing on 
revoking Hardin’s probation. 


They’re Not Immune 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — State agencies are not immune to local 
zoning regulations, the Michigan Court of Appeals said Wednes­ 
day. The court made the statement in ruling the Department of 
Corrections could not invoke immunity to avoid Detroit’s zoning 
regulations in setting up a rehabilitation center. The decision 
stemmed from a plan to turn a Detroit Catholic Archdiocese con­ 
vent into the center. However, the city’s Department of Building 
and Safety Engineers said the switch could not be made without 
approval by the Board of Zoning Appeals. The archdiocese, which 
planned to lease the building, was unable to obtain approval and 
went to Wayne County Circuitcourt seeking permission to change 
the use of the building. But the circuit court upheld the zoning 
board and the state Court of Appeals affirmed the decision. It said 
neither the Department of Correction nor the archdiocese could 
avoid zoning regulations.

After the third full day of tes­ 
timony in Berrien District 
court, suspended Niles Patrol­ 
man Michael L. Lewandowski 
was bound ewer to Circuit court 
yesterday on three perjury 
charges. 


Five other perjury counts, 
which District Jueige Leo Cook 
ruled were either unproven, 
repetitious or open to interpre­ 
tation, were dismissed. 


And a breaking and entering 
felony charge against Lewan­ 
dowski was dismissed and 
replaced by a misdemeanor 
charge of receiving and con­ 
cealing stolen property under 
$100. Lewandowski pleaded in­ 
nocent to that charge yesterday 


All of the charges resulted 
from indictments returned by 
the Berrien Citizens' grand 
jury. 


During earlier preliminary 
examinations. Lewandowski has 
been bound over to Circuit court 
on charges of larceny in a 
building and larceny from an 
unoccupied dwelling. 


Yesterday’s testimony on the 
perjury counts involved Lewan­ 
dowski’s 
earlier 
testimony 
before the grand jury 
On 
March 2. he denied before the 
grand jury that he ever removed 
merchandise from three Niles 
stores: Montgomery Ward. East 
End Campers and Area Build­ 
ing Supply Center 


Cook bound Lewandowski 
over to Circuit court on charges 
of committing perjury when he 
denied the three* thefts. The 
judge said in court yesterday 
that Lewandowski’s grand jury 
testimony was contrary to 
evidene-e presented during the 
preliminary examinatkin. 


In past days’ testimony, 
former Niles Patrolmen Myron 
Olson and Gilbert Brazo said 
that, on separate occasions, they 
and Lewandowski had stolen 
items 
from 
those 
three 
businesses. 


The testimony of Olson and 
Brazo also established that 
Lewandowski, on several oc­ 
casions, allegedly gained en­ 
trance to some buildings with a 
knife. Asked by the? grand jury 
if he’d “ever picked any locks.” 
Lewandowski answered “No,” 
according to the indictment. 


Cook ruled that, technically 
shaking, Lewandowski ans­ 
wered the question truthfully 
Testimony showed that he 
pushed a knife between the* de>or 
and the frame, which Cook said 
is “forcing a lock, but not 
picking it.” 
Cook dismissed 
that charge of perjury. 


For the same reason. Cook 
told the court, he dismissed 
another perjury charge that 
alle*ged Lewandowski was lying 
when he answered “No” to the 
following question:

MONTREAL (AF) — Mitch Kupehak was so frustrated he 
wanted a whistle. 


Coach Dean Smith was so concerned he thought 6-foot-2 Fhil 
Ford might have to play the post in the second half. 


All-American Scott May was so involved in the game ho didn't 
even know the United States was in serious foul trouble when they 
trailed European champion Yugoslavia by four points at halftime. 


The Americans overcame the adversity with a brilliant second- 
half comeback that produced a 112-93 victory, clinching a spot in 
the medal-round semifinals of the men’s Olympic basketball 
tournament. 


It kept Uncle Sam on a collision course with the Soviet Union, 
which virtually clinched a medal playoff spot in the other bracket 
by easily handling previously undefeated Canada 108-85. 


The United States and the USSR each have 3-0 records, with the 
Americans automatically going to 4-0 tonight over Egypt, which 
has withdrawn from the Olympic Games. 


“I got mad and was upset.” said Kupehak. the 6-foot-10 center 
from North Carolina. “I wished I’d had a whistle, but then i’m a 
player and I really wanted to play.” 


The officials, David Turner of Great Britain and Manuel 
Tavaros of Brazil, called the game extremely close. As a result, 
three U.S. centers had 11 fouls called against them in the first half 
— four each on Tom Lagarde and Phil Hubbard and three on 
Kupehak. 


“ It was a very different game because of the foul situation,” 
said Smith. “ I thought Phil Ford was going to have to play the post 
in the second half. I was real concerned at how it was being 
called.” 


But May, who had 26 points, and All-American Adrian Dantley of 
Notre Dame, who had 27, teamed with Ford to trigger a second- 
half comeback in which the U.S. outscored Yugoslavia 61-38. 


Yugoslavia got 20 points apiece from Drazen Daiipagic and 
MirzaDelibasie, but never led after May’s free throws with 15:29 
left gave the U.S., a 65-64 edge. 


Russia jumped on Canada from the start, getting 16 points from 
Vladimir Arzamaskov and 15 from Alexandr Belov in the opening 
half when the Soviets built a 20-point lead. Vladimir Tkachenko, 
the 7-foot-4 Russian giant, led the scoring with 22, most of them in 
the second half.

Games. 


Instead, they stayed behind. 
While training there, in vir­ 
tual privacy for two or three 
days, they were beseiged by 
numerous telephone calls from 
U.S. Olympic officials, inform­ 
ing them that their spots on the 
team were in jeopardy. Then. 
Feuerbach and Wilkins drove 
up to Montreal at the request of 
the U.S. officials, but they still 
didn't go to the Village. 


Instead, they went to a hotel. 
“ We went there (to Mon­ 
treal) because we were told by 
tht* officials that some very 
important things had come 
up.” disclosed Feuerbach. 


After some more wrangling 
on the phone with the officials. 


Feuerbach and Wilkins got 
back into their rented car and 
headed for Three Rivers, Que., 
where they had been invited to 
tram by members of the West 
German track and field team, 
who also were working out 
then*. 


Meanwhile, far. far away, 
another huge contingent of 
track and field athletes, from 
the two other European powers 
— East Germany and 
the 
Soviet Union — were in serious 
training at Quebec City. 


“The West Gormans invited 
us as their guests, to.eat with 
us. use their doctors or their 
trainers, and do virtually wha­ 
tever we wanted," said Feuer­ 
bach. “Mac knew a West Gor­ 
man coach and athlete who 
were training there.
